The Extradited — Brigand in His

NEW YORK, September 8.—The Sicilian 
brigand, Rosario Meli, ¢ xtradited from Cali- 
fornia on the mandate ofthe President of the 
United States, and who for the past week 
has been confined in Ludlow Street Jail, was 
taken thence this- morning and 
placed on board the steamship Canada, 
which left for Havre.

PILOT PLUNDERERS. 


The Inhabitants of St Augustine 
Become Wreckers Witha 
Vengeance. 


The Loss of the Vera Cruz Kept a Secret 
—The Bodies Rifled, the Cargo Sto- 
len, and Silks, Diamonds and 
Valuables Carried Away. 


NEW YORK, September &8.—The Herald 
publishes the following from St. Augustine, 
Fla.: The main part of the wrecked steamer, 
Vera Cruz, was beached on Anastasia Island, 
some twelve miles from the city, near Ma- 
tanzas, and her freight strewed the beach the 
entire length of the island, and also onthe 
north beach (main land) for several 
miles. The freight was very valuable and 
came ashore in great quantities. The pilots 
of St. Augustine, of which there are five,were 
the first to discover that a wreck had occur- 
red, and, what was of more consequence 
to them, was the vast amount of 
freight already beached and more 


coming. They at ence formed themselves 
into a 
JOINT STOCK COMPANY 


for the time and went for that 
freight with vim. Monday and Tuesday, 
August 30th and 5ist, they kept the matterof 
the wreck a secret. It was well kept for it 
was not known until the night of the Slst of 
August. In the meantime the pilots had 
worked bothday and night, having entire 
possession of both beach and 
cargo. They managed to have many a goodly 
pile stored up at different points of the beach, 
worth thousands of dollars. Several trunks, 
belonging to passengers, came ashore in good 
order, only to be broken open and rifled. 
One evidently belonged to a lady of wealth, 
for it was filled with costly silks, diamonds 
and clothipg of the finest order, and laces 
worth many a dollar. A gold watch 
and chain, also two valuable 
bracelets were found in this trunk. In an- 
other trunk a large pocketbook, well filled 
with bills, was found by these fortunate 
pilots. In fact

Robbing the Passengers of the Mum- 
anoth Cuve Staces. 
From the Louisville Couricr-Journal. 

The Concord stages between Mammoth 
Cave and Cave City,in Edmonson county, 
werecaptured by highwaymen Friday after- 
noon, and the passengers in-both robbed of 
ever) thing they carried.. So dashing and yet 
so coo] were the performances that they would 
bave refiected credit upon the taste of that 
prince efromantic freebooters, the well re- 
membered Mr. Claude Duvai, of last cen- 
tury. Attbis seasonof the year Mammoth 
Cave is visited by thousands of tourists and 
sightseers, who are usualiy people of means, 
furnishing fat pickings forthe robber. One 
of the routes to the cave, and the one select- 
ed by the large majority of its visitors, is by 
way of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
to Cave Citr,und thence by the Cooacord stages 
to the cave, which is about cight or ten miles 
distant. The stage roadis through a lonety 
and rocky region, and about midway on the 
route itrups through a dense wood, which 
ac ds copsiderabie to its dreariness. About 6

VETERAN CLERGYUEN. 


Spreading the Gospel Conducive to 
| Longevity. 
New York Letterto Troy Times. 

Cur preachers as a profession are very 
bealtby, and it isfor that reason that the 
death of Adams bas occasioned such genera! 
notice. lt is iooked on as aw unusual thing 
for apreacher to be laid up from work. Life 
insurance companies a!ways prefer risks on 
this class, and perhaps their temperate hibits 
bave much to do with their longevity. Lojk- 
jng at the profession in detail the followiag 
brief record may be given: Among the Bip- 
tists WiNiam R. Williams stands prominent, 
He bzs been preaching for more than forty 
years, and is nowWesseventy-six. Vermilye, the 
senior Reformed Dutch pastor, is seventy- 
seven. Fifty-five years have elapsed since nis 
ordination. Thesenior Tyug is now in his 
eighiy-fiist year, and it is fifty-nine years 
since he entered the ministry. These men 
belong to the retired list. There are, howev- 
er, instances of working clergy who have 
reached a mature age. Elbert S. Porter, of 
the Refo:med Church, 1s sixty. Ormeston 


| is but a year younger, and Chambers is sixty- 


one. . 
Armitage, the popular Baptist preacher. is 
also sixty-one. Heisa native of Eagland, 
avd was at an early age highly useful in the 
churcha Hemade attempts at preaching when 
only sixteen, and some of these efforts were 
very successful. Theodore L. Cuyle- is fifty- 
eight, Howard Crosby is fifty-fourand John 
Samuel D. Bur- 
chard is still a working preacaer, though now 
sixty-eight. Houghton, of **the Little Church 
?Rourd tne Corner,’’ is in his sixty-first year. 
Morgan, of St. Thomas’, is sixty-two. Bel- 
lows, the veteran of Unitarianism, is sixty-six, 
while Robert Collyer is fif.y-eight. | Taylor, 
of the Bfoadway Tabernacle, and Robinson, of 
the Memorial Church, each 1s in his tifty-tirst 
vear. Kylance, of St. Mark’s, is- fifty-four. 
Talmadge is forty-eight, and Van Dyke, who 
was his most severe opponent, is ten. years 
older. Beecher hasjust entered his sixty- 
eighth year, and has a greater degree of vital- 
ity than any American preacher of that age. 
The most remarkable veteran of the pu'pit 
is Samuel H. Cox, who is now in bis eighty- 
seventh year, and Joseph McElroy may be 
mentioned in the same connection, his age be- 
ing ayear greater. Both of these men were 
prominent among the ciergy of their day, but 
bave been for some years retired and are now 
almost Jost sight of. McK!roy was a very 
powerful preacber, and though I never heard 
him bnt once, I weil remember the occasion as 
one of impressive character. Cox was in his 
earlier gays the most attractive preacher ino 
America. In personal appearance he had few 
equals. His frame was elegantly propor- 
tioned, and bis step had an almost martial 
dignity. His countenance combined great 
majesty, blended w an air of suavity 
and tenderness. e was the only 
reacher that was ever thought to resemble 
Vashington. In oratory Cox was so peculiar 
as to be ~_ chab!e, and hence he had no 
imitators. is style was brilliant and epi- 
gr: mmatic, abounding in expressions such as 
he alone could coin, and gemmed with quota- 
tions from the Scripture, or from poetry, as 
well as from the Latin classics Being an 
admirer of Latin, he often spiced his address- 
es with brief quotations which always seemed 
highly appropriate. His sentences were 
often cor: uscaiions of brilliant thoughts, ex- 
presred in an unique style, and always yxrati- 
fying evento a unpolishedear. Coxis the 
only one of our clergy who can remember De 
Witt Clinton, with whom he was on terms of 
personal friendship. When the Governor 
died Cox was invited by the corporation of 
this city to delivera eulogy. In my early 
days I beard Cox preach, and the impression 
which be then made is still vivid. I need 
hardly add that he is the father of Bishop 
Cox, who is now an active man of 62. 

The most prominent retired clergyman in 
this city at present 1s the senior [yng, who is 
in bis eighty-first year. Itis tifty-nine years 
since he entered the ministry, in which for a 
half-century he was so eminent'y successful. 
His style of oratory was bold and treachant in 
the pulpit, and when on the platform he oc- 
casionally gave scopeto bis powers of sar- 
casm, which were of the most pungent char- 
acter. He has been in the service of St. 
George’s Church for thirty-five years, and is 
now retired on a pension of $5,000 a year. His 
three sons entered the ministry, dDut the old- 
estand most gifted wasremeved by death 
early in life-. Two rs are atili in the 
work. The oldest of these, who bears his 
father’s nome, is the rector ofthe chureh of 
the HolyfTrinity, and bas reachedjmarked dis- 
tipction as a useful and devoted man. He is 
now in Europe, a tour rendered necessary by 
failing health. Dix, the rector of Trinity, is 
fifty-three. Hets the best puld among the 
city clergy, having an elegant house and 
$1,000 a month for a very light degree of ser- 
vice. Bishop Potter, who is atthe head of 
the New York (Episcopa)). diocese, is now 
seventy-eight, and is stillia the exercise of 
bis official duties. He has been ftifty-thr 
years itt the ministry, and more than a qua 
ter-century in his present office.

Gen. McDonald's Style. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
In yesterday’s edition of your paper I read 
the following paragraph credited to theChi- 
cago Tribune, under the above caption: 


Mr. McDonald has original ideas ot the lan- 
guege. Ile refers to himself as having ce- 
scended to ‘‘humiliating, stigmatical’’ 
depths; says that ‘‘Gov. Fletcher advised Col. 
Joyce andI not to act rashly,’’ and violates 
the common rules of grammar on nearly every 
page. He has some idea, too, of rivaling Joyce 
inthe u:e of ‘‘hifalutin.’’ He writes in one 
place: ‘*For seventeen years I wore the garb 
otinfamy, that leprous, foul, poitlited char- 
acter which gnaws at sensitive natures ‘like a 
worminthebud.’’ ‘‘A polluted character’’ 
gnawing ata ‘‘sensitive nature’’ is a mixture 
which Joyce himself nust envy. 

In the absence of Gen. McDonald from the 
city, and having some knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances under which his ‘‘Secrets of the 
Great Whisky Ring’’ were written, I ask the 
privilege of replying to the contemptible par- 
tisanidea which prompted such a paragraph. 
No critic but the punctilious pundit of the 
Tribure would bave thought of searcbing Me- 
Donald’s book for small sentences of false 
syntax, and even he would hardly have played 
Liiiput to Gulliver had not a sense ot 
duty to party made it, perhaps, incum- 
bent upon bim, in the absence of any 
flaw in the damning evidence which the 
book contains against Grunt and Bubecock, to 
say something derogatory and spiteful. The 
erudite Tribune sees great offense in the 
substitution of the nominative forthe objec- 
tive case, but is evidently ignorant of the 
adage that ‘‘he who writes grammar rarely 
wiites sense.’’ Ihave never beard that Ma- 
caulay’s notorieusly bad grammar affected hig 
reputation as a historian. li the editorials as 
well also astbe observations and criticism of 
the Tribune are to be taken as samples of that 
paper’s rhetoric and syntax, then indeed has 
coustruction cf language seriously deterior- 
ated, For illustration, observe the 
exception taken to the sentence: 
‘‘For seventeen years (montis) I wore the 
garb ofinfamy; that leprous, foul, polluted 
character ‘which gnaws at sensitive nature 
like a worm inthe bud.’’’ Had the quotation 
read ‘‘years,’’ asthe Tribune printsit, then 
tbe sentence, or metaphor, might have been 
subject to criticism, but when it is impossible 
for an intelligent person to read the sentence 
without seeing at once that ‘‘churacter’’ is 
synonymous with ‘*garb,’’ as here used, the 
solecism of the Tribune’s gratuitous criticism 
is painfully apparent. A little learuing is, 
indeed, a dangerous thing.

The True Story of the Catastrophe 
Told at Last.

Convalescent Condition of the Wounded 
Men—T[ne Funeral To-Morrow. 


The engine houses this morniag are draped 
in mouning for the two dead firemen, Lyach 
and Sanderson, who were killedin yester- 
day’s catastropbe. This morning the inquest 
was held and Dr. Auler and Mr. McBride, 
August Kron, a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
and acouple of witnesses left the engine- 
house on Seventh near Olive to go out tothe 
dead men’s houses, up in North St. Louis. 
Mr. Kron last night had the sad duty forced 
upon him of breaking to Mrs. Sanderson the 
news of her busband’s death. She was out 
at her sister’s wedding at Rock Springs, 
with her two children, and Mr. Kron’s an- 
nouncement broke up the wedding festivi- 
ties. When she got to her home on North 
Market street her husband was brought home 
to ber a corpse. The house of Michael Bynch 
was the first one visited by the UCoroner’s 
party. It is a little place, standing 


back in a pretty front yard on the corner of 
Ninth and Hempstead streets. The body was 
lying in an ice box in the front room anda 
crowd ofthe neighbor women had gathered 
in. Lynch’s old father and mother came into 
tke room, and so did his young gwife, on the 
Coroner’s advent, but the testimony 
of his mother alone was _ taken. 
His wife, whose e5es are 
red and swollen with weeping, is a very pret- 
ty girl; she has only been married eleven 
months, and hence is a widow almost before 
she has become used to being a wife. When 
stood up to be sworn 
she talked so weakly that the 
reporter hastily placed a chair for her, into 
which she sank, and, cevering her face with 
her hands, sobbed brokenly. 

‘“‘They never told me he was deal,” she said; 
‘*they tried to hide it from me altogether.’’ 

**Where were you when the accident hap- 
pined?” quired the reporter. 

‘“T was down looking at the fire. I saw 
the burst of smoke and _ sparks 
that rose when my husband was kiiled,’’ she 
said, ‘‘and the first hint that i had was the 
people stopped talking when I came near 
them. and began looking at me. I asked 
some boys if Mike was hurt, but they told me 
he wasn’t, that Sanderson was the only one 
hurt. I found it outat last and got to him, 
but 1t was too late.”’ 

‘*He was dead when he was brought home, 
was he not?”’ 

‘**Yes, he was.’’ 

Next to Mrs. Lynch sat her father-in-law, 
a gray-headed old man, who bent his eyes 
steadify and wearily upon the _ cof- 
fin and heard nothing of what 
was going on. His dead boy was all that his 
mind could grasp,and bis dry, blood-shot 
eyes and fixed s'are made a pathetic picture 
in strong contrast tothe noisy griefof the 
women. Micbae] Lynch Wasa tine-!eoking 
man of twenty-five. He was St. Louis 
born, and was widely known inthe north end 
oftown. He leaves no children, but the sad- 
dest part of the tragedy is that his wife will 
soon be a mother. 

Edward Sanderson’s body is lying at his 
home, the up stairs of 1220 Benton street. 
He also was a Very young man, 
only twenty-seven vears of age, 
and yesterday morning the last thing he did 
in the presence of his family, who were going 
out to his sister-in-law’s wedding, was to 
swing his little girl Addie upon his arms,kiss 
her and say, ** Now, Addie, be sure you haye 
a good time and play all 
you can because papa’s going to 
have good luck and make lots of money now!’ 
Sanderson and Lynch have been on the force 
for just a month, and Sanderson had a lot of 
bad luck last year before he got the job 
which finished him. He leaves a fam- 
ily of two children, besides. his wife, a 
daughter a year and nine months old and a 
hoy ef nine months. Neither ofthe two un- 
fortunate men leave any property and neither 
of them had even joined the Firemen’s Fund 
Association, so that their families are apt to 
suffer unless some action is taken for them.

Coroner Auler took Chief Lindsay and 
Officer James Henley with him _ to 
the dead men’s houses in order 
that they might ,according to old 
custom, be sworn over the bodies. The in- 
quest was then held in the dormitoryoft No.

told Armstrong of his connection with the un- 
fortunate affair very briefly and very graphic- 
ally. ‘‘There was a ladder put up tothe 
roof of the moulding room. and five firemen, 
Terence Coyle and myself, as volunteers 
took the hese to the top 0 
the roof. The eastern end of the next room 
had entirely burned out. This was the fioish- 
ing shop and we moved forward on the roof 
to play down into this place. It was awfully 
hot, anda thick, dense smoke was rolliog 
out upon us. After helping to hft 
the hose into position, I stepped back two or 
three feet from where the men were stand- 
ing, when suddenly | heard a crack. With- 
out thinking | jumped five or six feet further 
back, andthat leap saved my life. I saw 
that the men and the section of hose 
had suddenly disappeared. One man was 
clinging to the broken roofand another was 
over near the eaves.The break in the roof had 
shunted the balance of the men twenty feet

down on the flasks below. This is 
al) know. I did not see 
the men taken out, but I did 
seethem a few moments afterwards in a 
house on Cass avenue and Main street... They 
were then 1n a very low condition.’’ 

CHARLES CROWLEY. 

Captain Crowley, of the Pompier Truck No. 
4, was examined by Mr. McBride. ‘‘I was on 
the roof at the time of the accident. 
I had been’ there some time before 
the accident working a private line. We were 
on the mouldirg shop, and I thought the 
place was perfectly safe. I would not have 
gone there had Inot thought so. The wall 
was bigher than the roof and I think it was 
hog-chained to the southern wall of the burn- 
ing room,so that-when the latter fell out it was 
broken; at anyrate some of the men were 
working the bose, and I was stooping down 
looking into a_ skylight to see if 
there was any fire underneath us. 
The roof canted and began to move, and I 
jumped and ran nojtheastwardiv away from 
the burning part. I made for the eaves, for 
I thought the Whole roof was going, 
but stopped when I found it was not. 
I saw that about twenty feet of 
the roof bad fallen, and hanging on the e 
was George Dauber. The skylight where I 
had been standipg had caved in. Dauber 
swung himself up and we started at 
once to get out the men wha 
fallen through. The fall, by the way,was about 
twenty-five feet. Dauber and I got in among 
the debris and found Sanderson, who we 
thought was dead. Blood was oozing from his 
mouth and ears and he was _ lying on his bask 
with his lege over a piece of timber and his 
head bent under him. We carried him 
out and saw Tilton and Toohey walking out, 
the latter leaning on Mr. Lindsay.’’

CHIEF LINDSAY. 

Mr. Lindsay had not seen the fa!l but he had 
heard the crash. He knew where the men 
were and supposed that their position was 
yer safe. He helped to take the men 
out. 

CAPTAIN EVANS. 

Mr. Charles Evans, captain of the Salvage 
Corps, was the last witness examined. “{ 
was underneath the place where the men feil 
ouly a few minutes before the roof came 
thiough. At that time there was no 
sign of fire in the building, not even a puff of 
smoke. The grouvd was covered witb flasks, 
end it was these tbat killed the men whea 
thev came tl rough; otherwise 2 fall of twen- 
ty-five fect would not have killed the boys. 4 
thought that the position of- the 
men was perfectly safe. The stone wall that 
broke in two looked strong, but it was 
rather cld. The roof wss nct 
more than five or six years old. I do 
not think that anv foresight could have pre- 
verted this loss of life. The failing and break- 
ing of that wall and roof was a thing not to be 
expecied.”’
